The 
city has no artificial gas. Coal is now selling 
here at $6 a ton and natural gas at 25 cents | 
per thousand.

\fter the oil has been applied it is best to keep 
the travel off the road until it has been partly 
absorbed If the road is sufficiently wide it 
is advisable to do one side at a time, keeping 
the travel on the opposite side until the first 
half is finished and then reversing the travel 
in order to complete the work. 

The work is finished by covering with tor- 
pedo sand or crushed stone chips from one 
quarter to three-quarter inches in greatest di 
mension and free from dust. This covering 
takes up the surplus oil that has not been 
absorbed by the road surface and forms a new 
surface under the action of the wheels 
Enough of this material should be used to take 
up the oil, and usually about one-half inch in 
depth is sufficient.
